INCREASE  LIBRARY 


The  Library  Committee  of  the 
Dummer  Allies,  after  long  years  of 
inactivity,  started  a  drive  for  an  im- 
proved Dummer  Library.  Mr.  John 
Pierce,  well-known  baritone,  kindly 
agreed  to  assist  in  this  worthy  cause 
and  a  concert  was  held  in  the  Lang 
Gymnasium.  This  function  netted 
the  Committee  one  hundred  and  six- 
ty-seven dollars,  with  which  enough 
books  were  purchased  to  start  the 
Library  going.  Many  of  the  books 
were  chosen  by  Mr.  Faust  for  use  in 
English  work.  There  is  likewise  a 
series  of  volumes  picked  out  by  Mr. 
P.  B.  Skerrye  as  outside  readings  and 
reference  books  for  the  History 
classes. 

Another  great  addition  to  the  Li- 
brary is  the  gift  of  Mrs.  Philip  Eng- 
lish, mother  of  one  of  the  boys,  of 
a  beautiful  edition  De  Luxe  of  Victor 
Hugo  and  a  complete  set  of  Scott. 
Mr.  Valentine,  another  interested  par- 
ent, has  given  a  handv  and  useful 
edition  of  Shakespeare  and  an  anti- 
que book  which  is  especially  interest- 
ing to  us  because  it  was  formerly  the 
property  of  the  Dummer  family.  Mr. 
Faust  has  kindly  donated  some  of  his 
own  books  to  the  cause. 

The  Library  is  now  systematized  as 
much  as  possible.  It  is  open  on  Mon- 
days, Wednesdays,  and  Fridays,  and 
in  the  evenings  Mr.  Faust  and  his  as- 
sistants are  present.  Books  may  be 
taken  out  one  at  a  time  and  kept  for 
a  period  of  two  weeks.  The  demand 
for  these  books  is  great  and  they  are 
in  constant  use,  especially  since  the 
courses  in  English  and  History  given 
at  Dummer  require  a  certain  amount 
of  outside  reading. 

Mr.  Faust  acts  in  the  capacity  of 
head  librarian  so  that  he  may  see 
what  is  being  read  and  recommend 
books  to  the  boys.  Paul  Capron  '25 
and  William  Carpenter  '24  are  his  as- 
sistants.

The  Dummer  Football  team  was 
banqueted  at  the  Academy  Saturday 
evening  December  8th.  .The  Dining 
Hall,  the  scene  of  the  festivities,  was 
prettily  decorated  with  Dummer  ban- 
ners, evergreen  and  festoons  of 
ground  pine.  Back  of  the  head  table 
were  hung  two  large  crimson  banners 
reading  Dummer  7  Allen  0  and  Dum- 
mer 13  Powder  Point  0.  Cockade  hats 
and  other  favors  added  to  the  color 
of  the  setting. 

The  out  of  town  guests  present 
were  Coach  Walter  A.  Comerford, 
Mr.  and  Mrs.  Terhune,  of  Swamp- 
scott,  Dr.  William  Walkley  of  Chel- 
sea, Mr.  and  Mrs.  William  B.  Ken- 
ney,  of  Leominster,  Mr.  Harry  Cole, 
of  Newburyport,  Dr.  Stone,  of  Bos- 
ton, Mr.  Allen,  of  Boston,  Mr.  Charles 
Somerby,  Sporting  Editor  of  the  Hav- 
erhill Gazette,  Mr.  Storer  Humphreys, 
of  Npwbnrynort. 

During  the  course  of  the  evening, 
Allen,  Albertson,  Boyd,  Cadigan,  Cap- 
rcn,  Kenney,  and  Ray  of  the  Dummer 
Glee    Club    sang  the    "Winter    Song." 

Many  humorous  telegrams  of  con- 
gratulation to  the  team  coach,  and 
captain  were  read  by  Doctor  Ingham. 
The  Doctor  then  told  of  a  telephone 
call  which  he  had  received  for  William 
Dummer,  who  has  been  dead  for  over 
a  century  and  a  half.  He  remarked 
that  the  Governor  sometimes  rode 
down  the  Mansion  House  stairs  on  his 
white  charger  in  August.  Suddenly 
the  room  darkened,  a  scuffle  was 
heard  outside  and  the  Governor  him- 
self appeared,  impersonated  by  Mr. 
Webber  of  the  faculty.  He  made  a 
short  speech  on  the  changes  which 
had  taken  plaie  since  he  had  left  this 
part  of  the  country. 

Doctor  Ingham  as  toastmaster,  de- 
clared that  foofoall,  if  conducted  cor- 
rectly contained  the  essentials  that 
make  for  success  in  after  life.  He 
expressed  his  gratitude  for  what  the 
team  had  done  this  year.  He  then 
called  on  Coach  Comerford,  the  man 
directly  responsible  for  the  team's  suc- 
cess. 

When  the  Coach  arose  he  received 
an  ovation  that  showed  how  much 
the  Academy  appreciated  his  fine 
work  this  fall.  He  spoke  briefly  on 
the  necessity  of  loyalty  and  coopera- 
tion not  only  on  the  football  field  but 
also  in  after  life.

He  congratulated  captain-elect  Fos- 
berg on  his  election  and  prophesied 
a  successful  season  under  his  leader- 
ship.
